Gas prices skyrocket 
Congressmen call for action

The local price of regular unlead- 
ed gasoline has climbed to a record 
$1.99 per gallon and everyone wants 
to know why, including two United 
States congressman. 

Senator Spencer Abraham (R-MI) 
has called for the temporary suspen- 
sion of the 18-cent per gallon feder- 
al gas tax and Representative Dave 
Camp (R-Midland) has called on 
Energy Secretary Bill Richardson 
and Attorney General Janet Reno to 
investigate recent gas prices. Camp 
said he wants the Clinton 
Administration to take action to 
reduce prices and steps to maintain 
pricing stability. 

“Gas prices in parts of Michigan 
have increased 15 percent in just 
four days. This is unacceptable!” 
Camp said, in a press release issued 
June 9. “I urge the Administration 
to take a firm stance in increasing 
production by OPEC countries to 
help reduce gasoline prices.” 

The rise in price has been blamed 
by many on OPEC’s refusal to 
increase oil production. Some econ- 
omists are saying the high cost of 
reformulated fuel for use in urban 
areas is Causing the price of gas to 
rise. Grayling is not considered an 
urban area and cities as large as 
Phoenix, Arizona are enjoying a per- 
gallon average price of $1.39 for 
regular unleaded as of early this 
week. 

A break in a major gas pipeline,

responsible for carrying fuel from 
Joliet, Illinois to Jackson, has also 
been blamed, though there are other 
ways to transport gas besides 
through the pipeline. 

Camp recently voted with 382 
members of the House for the Oil 
Price Reduction Act calling on 
President Clinton to get tough. “We 
can not and should not tolerate 
countries which gladly accept U.S. 
foreign aid with one hand, while fix- 
ing oil prices and sticking it to the 
American people on the other,” said 
Camp. 

The bill calls for the 
Administration to adopt a strategy 
with other oi! consuming countries 
to take steps to reduce, suspend, or 
terminate assistance or arms sales to 
oil exporters engaged in price fixing. 

As of Tuesday morning, June 13, 
some local gas stations have low- 
ered their prices a few cents per gal- 
lon, but there is no sign, so far, that 
prices will fall significantly in the 
near future.

action by Richardson and Reno, we 
will slam the brakes on rising gas 
prices,” Camp said.

The long-pursued snowmobile 
trail through the town of Grayling 
looks like it finally might be 
installed, this year. 

“This has been a long, drawn-out 
process,” said Lynn McConnell, 
Executive Director of the Grayling 
Regional Chamber of Commerce. 
“This is the closest it’s ever been to 
being a reality.” 

The AuSable Valiey Snowmobile 
Association (AVSA) has signed a 
temporary agreement with the 
Michigan Department of 


Transportation (MDOT) and Lake 
State Railroad for use of a strip of

land that contains soon-to-be- 
removed railroad tracks. 

Lake State is going to take out 
one set of tracks in the area (on the 
west side), leaving enough right-of- 
way for a snowmobile trail to be put 
in. The new snowmobile trail will 
run from a trail near the Grayling 
Army Airfield alongside the 
remaining set of railroad tracks 
over M-72 past the Crawford 
County Courthouse to the I-75 
Business Loop. 

“Snowmobilers will have a 
marked route. It should enhance 
safety significantly,” said AVSA 
President Rich Filley. 

The agreement with Lake State 
and MDOT, which the AVSA must 


renew annually, will eliminate the 
need for another bridge over the 
AuSable, one of the project's major 
stumbling blocks prior to the rail- 
road right-of-way agreement. A 
bridge already exists along the 
tracks where the new trail will be 
installed. 

“Lake State and MDOT have 
been very cooperative,” said Filley. 
“They helped us get over the rough 
spots.” 

There are a few more right-of- 
way issues to be resolved before the 
trail through town can be complet- 
ed, however.

Bond proposals fail;

Two high school improvement 
bond proposals failed to pass voter 
approval in the June 12 school elec- 
tion. This was the first time school 
improvement issues were split into 
two separate proposals. 

The Crawford AuSable School 
Board made the split at the request 
of many voters, who in the past said 
the original bond issue was too big 
and costly. Even the split was not 
enough to convince those who went 
to the polls. Proposal I failed to pass 
by a mere 23 votes. 

“The split was received well by 
the community,” said Superintent 
Kent Reynolds. “While we didn’t 
pass either proposal, the results were 
still pretty positive.” 

Reynolds said the district will 
continue to maintain the high school 
roof.and the heating and ventilation 
system, although the Board agrees it 
is not very cost effective.

Aviation company wins Grayling airfield contract

A contract has been awarded to 
Bird’s Eye Aviation Company as the 
Fixed Based Operator (FBO) of the 
Grayling Airfield. 

Company founder Coe Eliassen 
said he is anxious to begin opera- 
tions, but is awaiting Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
installation of fuel tanks. He 
expects the work to be completed 
sometime in July. A grand opening 
will be held soon thereafter. 

Because the airfield was original- 
ly built for military use. it can han- 
die most any size aircraft. Both 
runways measure just under a mile 
each. Eliassen expects to setve 
small to medium-sized aircraft. 
including corporate jets. In the 
future Bird’s Eye may serve planes 
as large as small commuters. 

Regarding the noise created by re- 
opening the airport, Eliassen said. 
“Corporate jets are much quieter 
than helicopters. So, far I haven't 
received any negative comments 
about starting up the operation.~ 

Eliassen said he understands the 
Bird’s Eye facility will be the first 
part of Grayling that corporate busi- 
individuals will 
encounter upon their arrival at the 
airfield. To make the first impres- 
sion the best, Eliassen has set a goal 


to provide services that will rival 
large airports. 

it is Bird’s Eye’s intention to offer 
helicopter and airplane flight train- 
ing, charter flights, maintenance and 
sales. Within the facility, Eliassen 
plans to provide on-field car rentals, 
a luxury lobby and pilots’ lounge, a 
complete flight planning room with 
satellite weather service, crew 


sleeping quarters, bike rental, vend- 
ing machines, kitchen and laundry 
services. 

Another mission of Eliassen’s is 
to provide aviation education to the 
general public. 

Bird’s Eye Aviation was formed 
in 1997 by Eliassen, as he says, to 
help bring back the fun of aviation. 
He is a professional career instruc- 


tor in the art of flying both airplanes 
and helicopters and is an active 
A&P (Airframes and Powerplants) 
mechanic. 

A grand opening date has yet to be 
scheduled, however Eliassen said he 
hopes to host a “fly-in” sometime in 
September to give pilots and the 
community a chance to experience 
airport operations and services. 


County offers way to properly 
dispose of hazardous materials

In 1999. Crawford County 
Environmental Monitor Pat Merrill 
arranged two separate events to help 
residents properly dispose of haz- 
ardous household substances they 
may have accumulated in garages, 
outbuildings, basements and under 
sinks. This year, one day will be set 
aside to cover three environmental 
issues at once. 

Saturday, June 24 has been desig- 
nated as Environmental Cleanup 
Day in Crawford County. Residents 
can bring household hazardous 
waste and scrap tires to the parking 
lot of the county building (200 West 
Michigan Avenue in Grayling) for

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disposal. Merrill said the ultimate 
purpose of Cleanup Day is to keep 
these items out of the landfill and to 
discourage dumping in the woods. 
Also that day, the first 250 county 
residents to bring a sample of their 
well water (in a clean container) can 
have it tested for nitrates, free of 
charge. Merrill suggests running 
the tap for a few seconds before tak- 
ing a sample and to do so just before 
leaving for the county building. 
Household hazardous wastes will 
be disposed of at no charge and 
include: oil-based paints, aerosol 
cans, acids, automotive products, 
batteries, cleaners, heavy metals, 
pesticides,’ solvents, propane cylin- 
ders, asbesios, re-actives and 
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unknowns. 

Scrap automobile tires will be 
disposed of for a fee of $2 each, on 
or off the rim. This includes pick- 
up tires. Larger tires will be accept- 
ed for an additional fee. 

Because of budget restrictions, 
the County reserves the right to 
close the hazardous waste collection 
once all funds designated for 
Environmental Cleanup Day have 
been exhausted. 

Merrill said donations will be 
accepted during the event for the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery Restoration 
Project.

The Jandscape across the road 
from Grasling High School has 
undergone some drastic changes 
within the last few weeks. leaving 
some people scratching their heads. 

Hundreds of trees have been har- 
vested on the 127-acre parcel. locat- 
ed north of M-93 and east of Old 27. 
as pan of a cut prescribed by the 
Depanment of Natural Resources 
(DNR for jack pine management. 

Susan Thiel. Manager of the 
DNR’‘s Grayling Forest 
Management Unit. said red pine. 
intermingled with jack pine and red 
maple trees were harvested from the 
area. 

Before a cut is prescribed. the 
lrees ure inventoried and public 
hearings are held. Hearings are fol- 
lowed by a compartment review and 
an open house. The various meet- 
ings allow the public opportunities 
to ask questions and make com- 


ments. This particular parcel was 
inventoried and subsequent public 
meetings were held back in 1998. 

During an inventory, the DNR 
looks at all aspects of the land, flora 
and fauna. A forestry management 
plan is then developed from the 
information gathered. 

Thiel said a compartment review 
revealed that this particular area was 
found to be better suited for jack 
pine growth than for red pine or 
hardwoods, therefore the acreage 
will be replanted or reforested this 
fall or next spring with jack pines. 
Planting method has yet to be deter- 
mined. but will ultimately involve 
manual or mechanical seeding 
and/or trenching and planting. 

During any given year, dozens of 
compartments scattered all over the 
county are undergoing DNR 
forestry studies. Parcels can range 
in size from two to 300 acres. 

Keeping an eye on the lumber 
market, Thiel said the DNR strives

to plan harvests at times when the 
market is favorable. She said har- 
vests bring an average of $800 per 
acre of quality wood. The money 


raised from the sale of harvested 
lumber goes into the state’s general 
fund, but is primarily used for future 
DNR projects and operations.

Market south to the connector snow- 
mobile trail near the Grayling 
Holiday Inn. 

Once finished, the trail through 
town will connect the snowmobile 
trails north of Grayling, such as the 
Frederic Trail and Lovells Trail, with 
the south trail network, which 
includes the Skyline Trail and the 
Hanson Hills Trail. It should also 
improve safety, and accessibility to 
area businesses. 

“Our purpose is to channel snow- 
mobilers on a specific trail,” said 
McConnell. “Hopefully they'll use 
the trail to get to businesses in the 
community, get the services they 
need, and help eliminate having 
snowmobilers running around all 
over town.” 

“A lot of people are bypassing 
Grayling because it doesn’t have 
easy access (to snowmobilers),” 
added Ilene Geiss-Wilson, Executive 
Director of the Grayling Area 
Visitors Council. 

(The Visitors Council has spent 


$9,000 on the trail through town 
effort already, and has allocated 
another $7,000 for the project.) 

Funding for the first phase of the 
trail through town construction, from 
the Grayling Airfield along the rail- 
road tracks to the I-75 Business 
Loop, has been secured through the 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR). 

“Ours is the only (snowmobile) 
project in the state being funded 
right now. That’s what they tell me. 
We’re pretty lucky in that respect,” 
said Filley. 

This year, funds for snowmobile 
projects are being held up at the state 
level. The money for the AVSA’s 
part of the trail through town was 
lined up last year, however, so the 
funds are available. 

“It looks like everything is in 
order,” said Filley. 

The AVSA will put the trail-build- 
ing job out for bids, and the DNR 
will award the bid. Filley expects the 
work to be finished before snowfall.

The AVSA plans to gate off the 
trail during the summer. since the 
AVSA’s permit was specifically 
approved for the purpose of main- 
taining a “state designated snowmo- 
bile trail.” 

Once the piece of trail is complet- 
ed, most of it will be accessible to 
the AVSA’s grooming machinery, but 
parts, such as the south side of the 
bridge, will not. Filley said that he 
hopes a few of the problem areas 
will eventually be worked on and 
made passable for the groomers, 
depending on how the trail situation 
goes this winter. 

“We'll groom what we can on it.” 
Filley said. 

The AVSA will be responsible for 
maintenance and signage on the 
three miles of new trail. MDOT will 
monitor the association’s efforts in 
accordance with the one-year renew- 
able agreement between the AVSA. 
MDOT, and Lake State Railroad. 

“We want to get it done this year to 
see how it goes so we can renew for 
next year,” said McConnell.

Later that evening, Lighthall 
began to feel pain as her bruises 
swelled and went to Mercy Hospital 
to be examined X-rays showed no 
broken bones, but Lighthall said she 
couldn’t sleep that night due to 
mounting back pain and the con- 
stant replay in her mind of the acci- 
dent. Lighthall said she felt trauma- 
tized by the incident, but that is not 
her main complaint. 

Lighthall said that immediately 
after she was struck, Feldhauser did 
not get out of his car to check to see 
if she was hurt and didn’t speak to 
her at all. She said she was left to 
lay on the street. in shock from what 
had just taken place. Within a few 
minutes (but what seemed like an 
eternity to Lighthall) she picked 
herself up, made her way across the 
street, and sat down. A few minutes 
later, Lighthall said Long arrived 
and asked her if she was alright. 

Crawford County Sheriff David 
Lovely said he was made aware of 
the incident the same afternoon, but 
was unable to talk with Lighthall 
because he was dealing with the 
aftermath of a fight in the county 
jail. 

The official word given to the 
Avalanche by Sheriff Lovely was 
this: 

Lt. Feldhauser was stopped at a 
ted light headed northbound on the 
1-75 Business Loop at Michigan 
Avenue when Lighthall approached 
the passenger side window and told 
Feldhauser of the accident. The 
officer radioed for a Grayling City 
Police car and after realizing he had 
struck Lighthall, got back on the 
radio and asked for assistance, also 
for an ambulance. Lovely said 
Feldhauser left his vehicle and 
checked on the woman. He said 


.._Lighthall stated she was okay and 


refused the ambulance. The Sheriff 
said he requested a copy of the 
Grayling Police report on Friday, 
April 28 and learned he could not 
obtain a copy until Monday, May 1 
because Officer Long was off duty 
for the weekend. Lovely said he got 
the report May 1 and called 
Lighthall on Tuesday, May 2 to 
arrange a meeting to discuss the 
incident. Lovely said he left phone 
messages on both May 2 and May 3. 
He finally spoke with Lighthall on 
May 3 and arranged to meet at 4:30 
p.m. on May 4. The pair never met 
and the Sheriff said he never heard 
another word. 

Lighthall has stated that she 
called the Sheriff’s office and left 
word that she would not be meeting 
with Lovely on May 4, after all, and 
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cancelled the appointment. She did 
this on the advice of her attorney. 

Ron Herder. of Kalamazoo, was 
traveling through Grayling on busi- 
ness April 27 and happened to wit- 
ness the entire mishap between 
Lighthall and Feldhauser. “I was 
very surprised that the officer did 
Not get out of his car,” he said, con- 
tradicting Lovely. “I’m glad she 
(Lighthall) wasn't injured very 
badly.” 

Long stated Herder was the only 
witness to come forward who saw 
the entire accident. His account cor- 
roborated with Lighthall’s story. 

Lighthall said when she finally 
spoke with the Sheriff, he called her 
by her first name. which she felt was 
“too familiar for a man in his posi- 
tion. He should have addressed me 
as Ms. or Mrs. It was very unpro- 
fessional.” She said Lovely told her 
not to worry about her medical bills, 
that his department would pay them. 
The next day, Lighthall said an 
agent representing the county’s 
insurance company called her and 
told her that she needed to call her 
car insurance agent to make a claim 
for medical bill reimbursement. 
Lighthall said she couldn’t believe 
what she was hearing. 

The Michigan no fault insurance 
law says that even when you are 
nowhere near your own vehicle and 
you are hit as a pedestrian, the first 
claim goes to your own car insur- 
ance agency. 

“Here I am... my car is a block 
away and not in anyway involved in 
the accident... and I have to file a 
claim with my car insurance compa- 
ny after being hit by a Sheriff’s 
car!” said Lighthall. Now she will 
have to wait for her insurance com- 
pany to take action on her behalf to 
persuade the county’s insurance 
agency that the medical bills are 
their responsibility. In the mean- 
time, Lighthall is responsible for the 
bills. 

This victim of strange circum- 
stances is currently under a doctor’s 
care and began physical therapy for 
her back pain on May 17. She has 
not decided whether she will take 
any legal action against the Sheriff’s 
Department or Lt. Feidhauser. 


“You! know,” she ‘said, ‘ ‘this would , 


have been no big deal at all if the 
Sheriff and Feldhauser would have 
just taken the time to come to my 
house that day and apologize for 
what happened.” 

When reached for comment, 
Feldhauser said he preferred not to 
discuss the accident. 

Lighthall said she would have 
never had reason to write a letter to 
the editor had she just been treated 
with some respect and compassion. 
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Michiganians are always on the 
go.

Gasoline has to get from the place it 
is made to the place where you buy

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Since gasoline is a hazardous 
chemical. the question becomes 
how. 


The answer is there is no perfect 
way. Rail cars are one method. They 
have their drawbacks. as trains have 
been known to derail and things 
being moved by them have been 
spilled -- humans included. 

Gas is transported by trucks. 
Trucks face the same -- if not 
greater -- perils that we all face once 
on the highways. 

Ships sink. And spill their car- 
goes. 

There is also the pipeline method. 
Safe? Usually. But not always. as 
the Jackson break indicates. 
Hundreds of thousands of gallons of 
gasoline spilled into the ground and 
into the Grand River. Thousands of 
residents near the pipeline were 
forced from their homes as the gas 
permeated their water supply and 
the fumes contaminated their air.

They were forced to live in shelters 
for up to six days. 

The cost of the clean-up will be 
high. The company responsible for 
the pipeline said they will pick up 
all expenses from those affected, 
including hooking them up to new 
water supplies. 

For the rest of us, we are told that 
the affects of the spill will be felt at 
the pumps. The Joss of this gasoline 
has added additional cost to the 
already record-high prices we have 
been paying at the pumps. 

The good side. we are told. is that 
the high prices will force 
Michiganians to stay right here in 
our state this summer, increasing 
the tourism that may otherwise have 
gone elsewhere. 

So $2 per gallon at the pumps is a 
plus, right? We should have thought 
of this a long time ago.

I was in a minor auto accident 


with a woman. ' We both got out of 
our cars: we were both fine. no 
injuries. She said she would go find 
an officer. I said 1 was going ié go 
call my husband from a pay phone 
in front of Riverland (Gear). 

I went to the crosswalk, waited 
for the “Walk” sign and that’s when 
I saw a county officer waiting at the 
light. I went up to his passenger 
side window and asked him if he 
would dispatch a city officer. He 
said he would. Then, I continued 
across the street and, before I could 
get halfway past the officer's car. he 
hit me with his car. That’s night, you 
read it right... he hit me while I was 
in the crosswalk. 

I laid there for what seemed like 
forever. I finally got up myself 
without help from the officer — he 
stayed in his car. (He just hit some- 
one, but he just sits in his car.) So. 1 
got up and walked across the street 
myself and sat down and started to 
cry. Not long after that. a Grayling 
city officer, Dennis Long. came and 
asked me if I was alright.

Ohio's motto, “With God. all things 
are possible”” violates the U.S. 
Constitution as a government endorse- 
ment of religion, according to a ruling 


by the 6th US. Circuit Court) of 


Appeals. “LT read it to mean it’s thrown 
out completely.” said Mark Cohn. a 
lawyer for the ACLU. “he cannot be used 
by the state as its moto.” The Federal 
Appeals Court reversed an earlier 1998 
decision by a federal judge in Columbus 
that allowed Ohio to display the motto 
as long as it does not cite the biblical 
origin. Former Gov. George Voinovich 
said he got the idea to place the motte a 
the Statehouse during a trade mission to 
India. where he spotted a public build- 
ing that bore the phrase. “Government 
Work is God's Work.” 

Our money says. “In God We Trust.” 
We pledge allegiance to our flag as. 
“One nation under God.” Our national 
anthem declares. “And this be our 
motto: In God is our trust!” And our 
Lord Jesus Christ said in Matt. 19:26: 
“But Jesus beheld them. and said unto 
them. With men this is impossible: but 
with God all things are possible.” Other 
theistic state mottos without biblical 
words include “God — enriches” 
(Arizona). “In God we trust” (Florida). 
“Under God the people rule” (South 
Dakota) and = “Nothing — without 


Providence” (Colorado). Evidently, the 
only decepted motte today is: “With 
Government all things are possible.” 

Why did our American forefathers 
include God in their planning. docu- 
ments, and acts? Perhaps it was because 
they had faith in who God is. what He 
has done. and what He has said. (Psa. 
62:11) “God hath spoken once: twice 
have [ heard this: that power belongeth 
unto God.” Ger, 32:27) “Behold. 1 am 
the LORD, the God of all flesh: is there 
any thing too hard fer me?” (Luke 1:37) 
“For with God nothing shall be impossi- 
ble.” 

Has trust in government replaced 
trust in God? Have we become so 
wicked that we want lo forget about 
God? God still speaks to America. 
(Rom. 1:28) “And even as they did not 
like to retain God in their knowledge. 
God gave them over to a reprobate 
mind. to do those things which are not 
convenient.”

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Ethical Trust?

After former Road Commission 
Managing Director James Briney 
got a taste of what he deemed unecth- 
ical behavior by some in local poli- 
tics. he and his wile. Sandra. estab- 
lished The Briney Ethical Trust. 
making a commitment to the pro- 
motion of ethical politics and gov- 
ernment on all levels. 

The Trust was established in 
October 1999 and the Briney 
Ethical Fund was set up with the 
Community Foundation for 
Northeast Michigan, through its 
affiliate, the North Central 
Michigan Community Foundation 
(NCMCF). The NCMCF is a quali- 
fied public charity under the 
Internal Revenue Code and because 
it is endowed, contributions to the 
Briney Ethical Fund are eligible for 
tax credit under Michigan law. 

For as little as $88 in actual cost, 
donors may contribute $400 annual- 
ly to build the Briney Ethical Fund, 
used to promote ethical politics and 
government. This is possible 
through state and federal tax deduc- 
tions. 

A nine-member Board of Trustees 
has been appointed to provide the 
public with information and educa- 
tion consistent with ethical behavior 
by public servants and elected offi- 
cials. The trustees. all Grayling res- 
idents, are: Kathleen Bourrie. 
Monte Burmeister, David Jansen. 
Ronald Joyce, Marcia Koppa. 
Joseph Kutkuhn, Charley 
McNamara, George Stancil and 
Robert D. Young. 

The Brineys state in the Trust's 


literature: “These outstanding indi- 
viduals are persons of integrity who 
will discern together how best to 
educate and inform the public 
through the use of speakers. publi- 
cations. seminars, electronic and 
print media, the Internet and collat- 
eral materials. They constitute a 
self-perpetuating entity, guided by 
the purpose stated above (to pro- 
mote ethical politics and govern- 
ment).” 

Monies in the Briney Ethical 
Fund may be used every other year 
—~ in the non-election. odd-num- 
bered calendar years — for the sole 
purpose of educating the public 
regarding the importance of ethics. 
The Brineys said they feel confident 
these terms will avoid any interfer- 
ence or conflicts with candidates 
running for any office.

Swamp tax increase 
passes State House 


Legislation sponsored by State 
Rep. Ken Bradstreet (R-Gayford). 
increasing the so-called swamp tax 
that counties and townships receive 
from the state. passed the House in 
the first week of June. 

House Bill 4246 increases the 
swamp tax to $2.86 an acre, adjust- 
ing for inflation from the last 
increase in the mid-1980s. A last- 
minute amendment increased the 
payment to $3 an acre. 

“Pm not sure the administration 
will support the amended version of 
the bill which increased the pay- 
ment by another 14 cents, but J am 
willing to do whatever is necessary 
to ensure this legislation becomes a 
reality for local governments,” 
Bradstreet said. 

Since the mid- 1980s. the state has 
paid $2 an acre for lands under 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources management, in lieu of 
property taxes. The payment is 
shared equally by the county and 
township where the acreage is 
located.
